OF THEIR FOREIGN POLICIES." AN AMERICAN SPOKESMAN SAID THIS MEANS 


STEPS SHOULD BE TAKEN TO AVOID ANYTHING THAT MIGHT WEAKEN THE 
19-YEAR-OLD DEFENSE TREATY. 


2. MORE FREE COUNTRIES SHOULD JOIN IN A COORDINATED PLAN FOR 
STEPPING UP ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE TO UNDERDEVELOPED LANDS STRUGGLING 
TO LIFT THEIR LIVING STANDARDS. 

3. FURTHER MEASURES SHOULD BE TAKEN QUICKLY TO WIPE OUT DIS- 
CRIMINATORY TRADE RESTRICTIONS WHICH BLOCK COMMERCE AMONG FREE
